HABEAS CORPUS MOTIONS.

In to King's Bench Division “yesterday, 
before Mr. Juetice Dodd, in the matter of the 
King (Frank Purcell) v. the Governor of Dun- 
dalk Prison, | 

Mr. Serjeant 4 Ory, (instructed by Mr. W. J. 
Norman) said that he appeared, with Mr. 
Martin Maguire, on behalf of prosecutor to 
ask for an order of habeas corpus directed to 
Mr. Gerald O'Sullivan, Governor of Dundalk 
Prison, and the Adjutant-General. His client 
resided at Arbour Hill, Dublin, and was an 
organiser of the Irish gp me wwh and General 

orkers’ Union. On llth July he was cycling 
from Carbury, County Kildare, when he was 
arrested by Free State troops and lodged in 
Dundalk Prison. He protested amst his 
arrest, From the affidavits his lordship would 
see that his client had satisfied the military that 
he was in no way connected with the irregular 
forces or any other illegal association. But 
they would not release him unless he signed a 
document which Mr. Kevin O’Higgins (the 
Assistant Adjutant-General, G.H.Q., Portobello 
Barracks) described as “a declaration of the 
sovereignty of Parliament, a recognition of the 
democratic principle on which representative 
government is based.” His client refused to 
sign the document, and the military accordingly 
refused to release him. Mr. Justice Pim gave 
liberty to serve notice of motion that his client 
should be released. He had that morning _re- 
ceived an affidavit in which it was stated that 
all the prisoners in Dundalk Jail had been 
taken away. They were taken under circum- 
stances which were now probably public know- 
ledge. The Assistant Adjutant-General, in his 
affidavit, stated that Francis Purcell was ar- 
rested by national troops at Donadea, County 
Kildare, at about 6.30 in the morning under 
circumstances of great suspicion, at the same 
time as irregulars were actively operating in 
the neighbourhood. Counsel said that his client 
was uested to sign a form, and refused. He 
was pe veneer 4 lodged, with other parties, in 
Dundalk Prison. Upon the morning of the 15th 
inst. he was officially informed and_ believed 
that the town of Dundalk and the prison were 
attacked by irregulars, and the prisoners, in- 
cluding Francis Purcell, were released. He had 
not since been rearrested, and was not now in 
military custody in Dundalk Prison or elsewhere. 

Counsel said that his client’s relations had 
no information about him, and he had not 
come home. Some redress ought to be given to 
his client. The document that he was asked to 
sign raised a very serious question as to whether 
they were entitled to make it a condition of the 
liberty of the subject that he should sign it. 
The declaration was as follows:—" I be 
that I will not use arms against the Parliament 
elected by the Irish people or the Government 
'Í for the time being responsible to that Parlia- 
ment, and that I will not support in any way 
any such action, nor will I interfere with the 
property or persons of others.” 

Mr. Purcell objected to sign that document on 
principle. He said that no such document had 
ever been placed before anyone previously, and 
he took the view that he was not bound to sign 
it. He did not know what attitude his friends 
who appeared for the military authorities took 
up—whether they intended to rearrest Mr. 
Purcell, It would be somewhat reassuring 1 
there was a statement from the representative 
of the Government that they were satisfied 
that Mr. Purcell was not connected with the 
irregulars. 

Mr. Justice Dodd—I cannot force the hands 
of the Government or anybody else. 

Mr. Charles Power, who (instructed by Mr. 
M. A. Corrigan) appeared for the military 
authorities, asked his lordship to make no rule 
on the motion, as they had satisfied him that 
Mr. Serjeant Hanna's client was not now in 
their custody. s 

Mr .Justice Dodd made no rule on the motion.

ENGINE DRIVER RELEASED. 


An application for a writ of Aabeas corpus 
was made im the matter of the King (John 
White) v. the Governor of Mountjoy Prison. It 
was made on behalf of an engine driver em- 
ployed in the Dublin and South Eastern Rail- 
way who was driving the mail train when it 
was ambushed at Killurin, Co. Wexford, White 
being su uently arrested and kept in custody 
until Saturday morning last, when he was re- 
leased. 

Mr. D. J. Gleeson (instructed by Mr. Joseph 
Gleeson) appeared for Mr. White, and said that 
his lordship had directed a week ago that notice 
of motion should be served for that day. His 
client had been released on Saturday morning. 
That morning his solicitor had been handed 
what purported to be a copy of an affidavit. It 
was an incomplete document and did not even 
purport to be sworn. It contained some state- 
ments of a controversial nature, but seeing that 
his client had now been released, it was not 
necessary that he should comment on the facts. 

Mr. Justice Dodd—It is neither necessary nor 
expedient. I make ne rule on the motion. 

Mr. Charles Power, who (tmstructed by Mr. 
M. A. Corrigan), appeared for the military 
authorities, said that the prisoner before being 
released had signed the document. 

Mr. Justic d—It is not necessary to say 
that;.even this constitutional question can be 
raised in the proper way and at the proper 
time, which is not before me. It is a very 
grave constitutional question. Administrative 
order and the liberty of the subject are things 
that sometimes come into conflict, and I think 
the judge who presided here the last time said 
something about that which I will not repeat.

INJUNCTION MOTION GRANTED. 


In the case of Richard B. Tomkins, plaintiff, 
v. Esther Murphy, Michael Murphy, and Patrick 
Murphy, defendants, 

Mr. Eugene Sheehy (instructed by Messrs. 
Synnott and Co., Ennwcorthy) made an exparte 
application for an interim injunction to restrain 
the defendants, their servants, or agents from 
trespassing on the lands of Court Bailyedmund, 
Co. Wexford, and removing the plaintiff's 
horses, caitle, and sheep. The defendants 
claimed to be entitled to the lands as repre- 
sentatives of their grandfather, who was evicted 
in 1887 for non-paymént cf rent. Some months 
ago. the defendants entered on the lands, and 
had since been in possession of them. His 
(Mr, Sheehy’s) solicitors had found extreme 
difficulty in serving the defendants, and the 
result was that service was short, and counsel 
asked his lordship to extend the order of in- 
junction for a fortnight. 

Mr. Justice Dodd granted the application, and 
also amended the name of the female defendant 
in the order to Elizabeth.

In the maiter of the goods of Patrick Kelly, 
late of Carlanetown, Co. Meath, deceased. | 

Mr. Serjeant Hanna, with whom was Mr. T. 
A. Finlay (instructed by Messrs, Collins and 
Collins) applied on behalf of Mrs. Elizabeth 
M‘Geeney, of Belleek, for a grant of administra- 
tion to the estate of the deceased, who was her 
brother. He died on the 2ist July, 1922, leav- 
ing assets valued at between £6,000 and 
£7,000 in stock, lands, and licensed premises, at 
Carlanstown, and had also as next-of-kin Mrs. 
Elizabeth Samson and John Kelly, children of a 
deceased sister. Thomas Kelly, who also re- 
sided at Carlanstown, opposed the application, 
and applied for a grant to himself. On Mrs. 
M'Geeney's behalf it was stated that Thomas 
Kelly was a farmer of no business capacity, 
and that if the grant were given to him that 
the deceased’s manager, Francis Lynagh, would 
have complete control of the estate. 

Mr. Lardner, K.C., who, with Mr. Geoghegan 
(instructed by Mr. J. J. Lynch, Kells) appeared 
on: behalf of Thomas Kelly, submit that 
Mrs. M‘Geeney, who had a publichouse at

The 
Irish nation ‘will be shocked | beyond 
measure at this awful news. General 
Collins stood for stable government and 
the restoration of civilised conditions to 
our distracted eountry. He applied all 
his abundant energy to the performance 
of the task to which he set his hand last 
December, when he signed the Treaty 
with the British Government in London, 
and his courage and sincerity rallied 
round him all the best and sanest elements 
in Irish life. His death disaster 
for Ireland. Irishmen the world over will 
mourn him, and will sink their heads in 
shame at the deep damnation of his 
taking-off. That he should have met his 
tragic end at Irish hands is the darkest 
feature of this national calamity. He 
dared much and suffered much for the 
ideal to which he devoted his life and in 
the achievement of which he played such 
a decisive part. Like his friend and 
‘teacher, Arthur Griffith, General Collins 
was a firm believer in the destiny of the 
Irish people and in its fulfilment through 
the medium of the London Treaty. He

M. Poincare’s Speech. 

M. Poincaré’s important speech at Bar- 
le-Duc on Monday has aroused a great 
deal of comment throughout Europe. The 
occasion of his statement was the unveil- 
ing of the first milestone on the “ sacred 
way’ from Bar-le-Duc to Verdun—that 
road of destiny along which the flower of 
French manhood trudged cheerfully to 
annihilation through the bitter snows of 
the early months of 1916. Remembering 
what that blood-soaked road means to 
France, and not unmindful of the sacri- 
fices which the British Army was required 
to make a few months afterwards on the 
Somme, we are not surprised that M. Poin- 
caré, who next to M. Clemenceau, was the 
father of the French victory, should have 
opened his heart at Bar-le-Duc and spoken 
some hard words in the process. Since 
the Armistice France has suffered disap- 
pointment after disappointment. In the 
first flush of a victory the French people 
abandoned themselves to ag excess of 
optimism. Their. newspapers told them 
that Germany would bear the whole cost 
of the war. Taxation would be reduced, 
the German menace would be removed for 
ever, trade and commerce would ftourish 
as they never had flourished before, and 
there would be work and enjoyment in 
plenty for all. The same dreams were 
dreamed in Britain for a few months. We 
still have memories of the election catch- 
cries of 1918, of the “homes for heroes ”’ 
and all the other Utopian visions of those 
crowded days. Illusions die hard in 
France, and while -.inety-nine per cent. of 
the British people. have realised long ago 
that the policy of vae victis not only is 
morally bad, but is economically impos- 
sible, the French cling still to their hopes 
of a huge indemnity from Germany. 

M. Poincaré blames Britain for France's 
disappointment, Time and again, he says, 
the British Government has stood between 
her and her lawful dues. Whenever the 
question of reparations has been raised 
Britain has insisted on fresh concessions 
to Germany. The bill for reparations has 
been whittled down at every meeting of 
the Supreme Council, France has been 
prevented from applying coercive “ sanc- 
tions,” and the British Government 
announced publicly that a moratorium 
must be granted to Germany: without hav- 
ing taken the trouble even to consult 
French views. The tone of his speech is 
anything but happy, and all good friends 
of France will regret its delivery. Never- 
theless, now that M, Poincaré has spoken, 
it is high time that the air should be 
cleared of the many misunderstandings 
which have arisen between Britain and 
France since M. Briand’s recall from the 
Cannes Conference. Britain is not stand- 
ing in Frances way. On the contrary, 
the British people, who themselves are 
ready to forego their share of German 
reparations, are determined that France 
shall be paid. They are also determined, 
however, that Europe shall not be ruined 
in the process. For once Britain is pur- 


thinking in the clouds. The Allies’ bill 
for reparations—some 132,000,000,000 gold 
marks—is utterly impossible of collection. 
The money to meet it simply does not 
exist, either in Germany or anywhere else, 
and, if Marshal Foch were to lead his 
legions to Berlin to-morrow, France would 
not be a penny the richer. Not British 
“ deception,’’ but the inexorable laws of 
economics have thwarted the French aims. 
Economists in every country in the world 
told France long ago that her claims 
could not be fulfilled, and that insistence 
on them would plunge Europe into bank- 
ruptcy. i 

Britain's policy is simple. She wants 
to secure reparations for France, and at 
the same time to keep open the channels 
of European trade. For that reason she is 
advocating a moratorium for Germany. A 
moratorium, conditioned by M. Poincaré's 
“ guarantees,’’ would be useless; for it 
merely would take away from Germany 
with one hand what it gave her with the 
other, At present, with the mark at over 
5,000 to the pound sterling, no cash pay-

suing a policy of realities, while France is. 


the mark would rise-at once, an element 
of stability would be imtroduced into the 
bewildering morass of European econo- 
mics, and, above all, the rattling of sabres 
and the threats of military sanctions 
would cease. France, it is true, would 
reap no immediate benefit ; but in the long 
run her gain would be immense, If Ger- 
many could secure a moratorium for ten, 
of even five, years, at the end of that 
time she would be able to redeem a large 
number of her bonds—on which, in the 
meanwhile, France would have 
difficulty in borrowing money. In the 
meanwhile, also, France could make use 
of German labour and raw amterials in the 
devastated areas, thereby supplying her 
most pressing need, In the advocacy of 
this policy Britain is pursuing no ulterior 
motive, She is acting, naturally, in her 
own best interests, but also in the best 
interests of France and of Europe.

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A White Man. 


For the first time in the history of the 
United States the Federal Supreme Court 
will be called upon shortly to deeide the 
question: “ What is a white man ” The 
man in question is a Japanese resident 
of Honolulu who wishes to become a 
naturalised American citizen, a privilege 
now enjoyed by all his children as the 
result of being born in the Hawaian 
Islands, but which up to the present the 
United States courts of inferior jurisdic- 
tion have denied to the persevering 
parent, Their refusal is based on the 
ground that he is neither a “free white 
person’ nor a “person of African descent 
or nativity,’ to which classes the 
privileges of American citizenship are 
exclusively confined by the Constitution 
of the United States. Mr. Ozawa hopes 
to convince the Supreme Court that he 
really falls. within the former of these 
categories... The lawyers entrusted with 
his case, who have, no doubt, made it the 
subject of exhaustive historical research, 
follow two main lines of argument. In 
the first place, they claim that the original 
inhabitants of the Japanese islands, the 
Ainus, were a white race, and that, while 
the Mongolian invaders from Corea 
brought with them and established in the 
Flowery Kingdom a high and distinctive 
civilisation, they merely conquered, and 
did not annihilate, the origina] in- 
habitants. The other argument is 
that the Constitution must be _ con- 
sidered as governed by the principle 
that “white is as white does” and that 
Mr. Ozawa had, in fact, ‘moulded his 
life in accordance with the best American 
customs and ideals.” It is to be feared 
that neither of these arguments will 
prevail with the United States Supreme 
Court, which will. come to the cold, but 
practical, decision that original framers 
of the law and its subsequent interpreters 
intended to exclude Mongolians from the 
rights and obligations of American 
citizens. They did not, it will be ex- 
plained, foresee the annexation by the 
United States of a group of islands 
several thousand miles away which would 
come in time to be populated almost en- 
tirely by native born American citizens 
of Mongolian extraction. Citizenship is, 
after all, only a technical status, and to 
extend it to the children and deny it to 
the parent does not shock the public 
conscience. Honolulu is already destined 
in a few years to become a forcing-house 
from which a large and steady stream of 
Mongolian American citizens will flow 
into the United States. There wil] be no 
inclination of the United States Supreme 
Court to allow Mr. Ozawa to hasten the 
evil day. 


Gliders. 


The performance of Herr Hentzen, the 
German student of aeronautics, who on 
Saturday last succeeded in remaining in 
the air for nearly two hours in a motor- 
less aeroplane of his own designing does 
credit alike to his patience and his 
endurance. These gliding tests will, 
no doubt, solve many an aeronautic 
riddle, the Hanover experiments being 
presumably undertaken with that object ; 
but with the most progressive’ will 
in the world it is impossible to 
believe that the engineless glider of 
commerce, should it ever materialise, 
could be anything more useful than an 
expensive and rather dangerous toy. [t 
may be urged that the same thing was 
said of the acroplane itself, but 
there is no real analogy between the 
two cases; for the glider is not an 
advance upon the aeroplane, but repre- 
sents a reversion to simplicify.. To 
speak of a sustained flight in a gliding 
machine as bringing us “nearer to 
the secret of the birds” is absurd, 
because a bird is essentially a powerfully- 
engined aeroplane, and the most patient 
and careful investigation has so far failed 
to discover whether a soaring bird does 
at any time entirely shut off its muscular 
motive power, and depend either for 
motion or suspension entirely on the 
wind. The conductors of the German 
gliding tests make no secret of the fact 
that they involve a heavy physical effort 


means that the human muscles to some 
extent replace the aeroplane motor, and 
thus largely destroy the value of the 
flights as experiments in pure aerial 
statics. That they will produce useful 
practical results to a science that is still 
in its infancy is not to be doubted On 
the other hand, to invite the public 
immediately to envisage the early appear- 
ance of the gliding machine as a sort of 
aerial Ford car is to prostitute. science to 
the purposes of cheap publicity.

ARE JAPANESE OF WHITE 
ORIGIN ?

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U.S.A. CITIZENSHIP CLAIM. 


The United States Supreme Court will 
be called upon next October, probably for 
the first time in history, to decide the 
“ colour ” of a man in the appeal of Mr. 
Takao Ozawa, Honolulu, a Japanese, who 
is attempting to gain American citizen- 
ship by naturaliaation. Upon the out- 
come of the test case rests the disposition 
of several other similar suits in which 
have attempted to become 


Japanese 


naturalised. 

Mr. Ozawa contends that he is entitled to 
citizenship on the ground that he has sought 
to mould his life along strictly American lines, 
in accordance with the best American customs 
and ideals, and on the further ground that he 
is “ white ” and is eligible for citizenship under 
the law which provides that only a “free white 
person or persons of African descent or 
nativity " may be naturalised. 

Mr. QOzawa’s efforts to obtain citizenship 
began in Honolulu several years ago. The 
United States District Court for Hawaii denied 
and this decision was upheld 
by the Federal Circuit Court of the ninth 
district in Califormia. From this decision he 
appealed to the Supreme Court. 

Mr. Ozawa contended that originally Japanese 
were of the white race. He traced the history 
of Japan for several thousands of years to the 
Ainu tribe, and said that Mr. James M. Beck, 
Solicitor-General of the United States, had ex- 
pressed the opinion that that particular branch 
of the Japanese race has characteristics of the 
Caucasian. 

Mr. Ozawa went to Hawaii when a young 
man, and was educated in the American schools 
there. In one of the briefs submitted, Mr. 
Ozawa said that he had taken special pains 
to educate his children in American public 
schools, in order that they might become 'ova! 
American citizens—citizenship having been 
acquired by them through their birth on Ameri- 
can eoil. He said that his children had not 
been taught the Japanese language, and that 
“nothing pertaining to Japan or the Japanese 
nad been allowed to creep into their daily lives, 
their cducation, or their religion.” 3

He was often very 
unpopular, and carried out his duties at 
personal He closely 
associated with the police force, and on 
certaim occasions it was his duty to take 
charge of them, especially if there was 
a riot or a great public function, as, for 
instance, when a Royal visitor passed 
through his district. 

In the Petty Sessions Court, where he was 
usually associated on the bench with local un- 
paid magistrates, he was generally appealed to 
when a knotty question of law had to be 
solved. He was expected to have some know- 
ledge of the statutes, and before his appoint- 
ment he had probably qualified as a barrister. 
This, however, was not an essential condition, 
as many resident magistrates were drawn from 
the ranks of retired army officers, police inspee- 
tors, etc, 

The resident magistrate was sometimes called 
the “‘stipendiary ’’ from the fact that he re- 
ceived a salary, while the local justices were 
unpaid. 

Stipendiary magistrates were first appointed 
in 1814 by an Act of George HI., Cap. 131, 
entitled. 

“ Air Act to provide for the better execution 
of the laws in Ireland by appointing 
superintending magistrates and additional 
constables in certain cases,” 

These magistrates were appointed by the Lord’ 
IXeutenant, who had also power to dismiss them 
at will. 

The title of the “ stipendiary magistrate ” 
was subsequently changed to “ resident magis- 
trate.”’ 

According to Thom’s Directory, there were 54 
Resident Magistrates serving jn Ireland last 
‘year, but of these a góod many were in 
Northern Ireland.

The Irish. Times interview with Mr. 
Bernard Shaw has attracted a great dea! of 
attention over here. English people have 
so long been accustomed to serve as a 
chopping block for Mr. Shaw’s cleaver 
that it is refreshing for them to see him 
turning the weapon upon his own country- 
men. On the whole, his sentiments are 
endorsed, though one of the commentators 
cannot refrain from adding that “ it seen: 
to be one of the penalties of genius that 
it requires a whole lifetime to realise thas 
which mere ordinary people see withous 
an effort.’’ | 

That is, in a sénse, true. But ordinary 

eople—British journalists included—hay » 
or the most part refrained from sayinc 
what they think about Ireland, and pa: 
ticularly about the irregulars, from a fear 
of embarrassing the Free State Govern- 
ment. But, as the Evening Standard re- 
marks, Mr. Shaw can as an Irishman 
“speak with. less risk of affronting Irish 
susceptibilities."’ Describing as “ true anc 
profound ” his statement that Ireland can- 
not emerge from slavery until she emerges 


from hatred, the journal proceeds: “ It ' 


the surviving hatred of England which 
alone permits of de Valera’s brigands in- 
flicting all kinds of damage and hardship 
on their courtrymen. That sentiment 
destroyed, the minority would be seen 


'merely as wicked disturbers of the peace, 


to be suppressed like any other kind of 
nuisance.”’ 

It would be a mistake to take M. Poin- 
caré’s Bar le Duc speech too seriously, as 
some of our papers seem inclined to do. 
Considering the place and occasion of its 
delivery, no one could have expected him 
to speak “much other than he did. I 
sincerely hope that the Star is misin- 
formed when it says that Mr. Lloyd George 
will seize the opportunity afforded by his 
unveiling of the war memorial at Criccieth 
to-morrow to make a reply to the French 
Premier. 

My contemporary’s informant—one of 
those diplomatic correspondents who now-a- 
days appear to have the run of the Press 
at critical moments—even professes to 
know the line that the Prime Minister will 
take. It is quite a good line, too—stch as 
anyone might intelligently deduce from 
his many previous speeches on the subject 
But, all the same, he would be wise not 
to enter upon it in the present state cf 
Anglo-French relations. This is eminently 
a time when one should refrain even from 
good words.

THE LATE COMMANDER-IN- 
CHIEF. ‘ 


We much regret to announce tho death of 


General Michac! Collins, Commander-in-Chief of 


the National Army, which occurred yesterday 
under the circumstances related above. 

General Collins was appointed Commander-in- 
Chief when the War Council of three was 
created by the Governmen; on July lith. He 
was also at the head of the Irish Provisional] 
Government. 

He was at one time emploved in London, but 
returned to Ireland in 1916, since when he has 
heen prominently identified with the Irish 
movement. 


He took rart in the 1916 rebellion, and was 


captured, but was released unde; 
amnesty. 

During 1917 he was engaged in speaking for 
the Irish cause in various parts of Ireland. 
The authorities instituted proceedings in respect 
of his speeches, and ha became a fugitive 
but nevertheless remained in the forefront of 
the movement. is

The Irish people take Mr. Collins for granted, 
forgetting that two years ago he was unknown 
to the great majority of the population.

Parnell, Redmond, 
O’Brien, even Valera, served a long ap- 
prenticeship in their trade, but Michael Collins 
became a leader overnicht. Only a few years 
ago—for he is not much over thirty—he was a 
clerk in a city bank. He was employed for 
a time in London, in the Post Office, I believe, 
and first came into prominence during the 
Easter Weck Rebellion. Frongoch followed, but 
after six months Mr. Collins was released, and 
went to live in London, where he helped to 
organise a Republican Fund. He seems to 
have had a fair for finance, for, when Dail 
Eireann was formed after the 1918 electiozs, 
he wes put in charge of its Troasury. Up to 
this time his mame was unheard outside the 
circle of his immediate colleagues, and it was 
not until the height of the “ trouble ' that one 
beean to hear whispers of a mysterious Collins, 
on whose head was laid a pretty price. 

Thereafter the Collins legend grew, and every- 
thing that happened in Ireland was attributed 
to his elusive genius. Most of the stories about 
his hair-breadth escapes from arrest are pro- 
bably moonshine, but for one I happen to be 
able to vouch. On Christmas Eve, 1920, Mr. 
Collins was in the Gresham Hotel when it was 
raided by Auxiliaries, who immediately pounced 
on him. One of them produced a photograph, 
which their captive recognised as his own, and 
compared it carefully with Mr. Collins’s face.

GENERAL COLLINS'S TOUR. 
(FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
CORK, Tuesday Night. 

Continuog his tour of inspection of the 
South-Westera Command, which was interrupted 
by the death of Mr. Arthur Griffith, General 
Collins reached “Cork on Sunday night, and 
having discussed the military situation with 
Generals Dalton and Ennis, visited various out- 
posts in the county. He is stated to have ex- 
pressed satisfaction with the rapid progress 
made by the troops since their first landing a 
fortnight ago, and with the effective consolida- 
tion of the important positions which they hold 
throughout the county. Wherever his presence 
became known he wae the centre of enthusiastic 
crowds, especially in the city, where he is a 
ea hero. 

umours concerning peace overtures are still 
afloat, but they are discountenanced in trust- 
worthy quarters. Citizens generally feel that 
the hour of compromise has long since struck, 
and that there can be no peace until the mili- 
tary operations are successfully and completely 
ended. It is indeed idle to talk of peace when 
ille, wholesale destructión of property continues 
aily. 

With its principal railway paralysed and ite 
main roads seriously damaged, Cork is still 
suffering cconomically, Were it not for its 
portal facilities, which are being cagerly 
utilised, it would be entirely isolated. It is, 
however, carrying on cheerfully in the hope 
that its troubles will sooh be over. Having 
survived the.ordeal imposed by the irregulars’ 
régime, its spirits are reviving, business is 
gradually improving, and public confidence ie 

ing restored. At night there is frequent 
sniping and occasional ambushing, but no 
serious casualties have so far been reported. 


THE TAKING OF BANDON. 


With the capture of Bandon the last of the 
irregular strongholds has fallen, but that does 
not mean that the last has been heard of the 
irreguiars. Though many prisoners have been 
taken and more are arriving daily there are 
still active bands operating throughout the 
country and employing familiar tactics, but 
they are being relentlessly harried by national 
detachments and given no rest. The resistance 
offered at Bandon was very weak ; the irregulars 
after firing a few shots beat a hasty retreat to 
the country. Two national soldiers were slightly 
wounded. When the troops marched into the 
town on Saturday evening they were cordially 
greeted. : 

At Bantry where they arrived unexpectedly 
from Skibbereen, the national forces met with 
no opposition, but early on Saturday morning 
rifle and machine gun fire was opened from belts 
of trees on high ground overlooking part of the 
town. The firing apparently was concentrated 
on Main street, New street, William street, and 
the Square. Many houses were hit, and 
residents in those streets had narrow escapes. 
The troops returned the fire, but with what 
result is not known. 

Clonakilty is also in the hande of the national 
forces. On Friday last a column went from 
Skibbereen to oceupy the town.

CLONMEL’S ISOLATION.

BUSINESS SERIOUSLY 
THREATENED. 


UR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
Em” CLONMEL, Monday. 

It is now well over eight weeks since all 
railway, telegraphic, and te ephonic service with 
Clonmel was cut off by the descent of’ the 
irregulars ‘on the town. Up to the present 
none of these services has been restored, and 
the state of isolation in which the town still 
continues is aggravated by the interferences with 
the main roads, which are being continually 
obstructed. 

This morning it was discovered that trees had 
been felled on: all roads leading to Waterford, 
and a substantial bridge mid-way between Clon- 
mel and Carrick-on-Suir was destroyed or ren- 
dered impassable. It is believed that most 
of the roads in the Cahir and Fethard direction 
have also been obstructed. The business life 
of the town is very seriously inconvenienced, 
and should the existing conditions continue it 
seems only a matter of time until all business 
has been brought to a standstill, and shops and 
warehouses are closed for an indefinite period. 
It is felt locally that some effort should be 
made to round up the small bands of irregulars 
who are still active in the districts covered in 
the advance to Clonmel. Until then the re- 
establishment of any sort of normal railway, 
telegraphic, or mail service can scarcely be 
expected. 

Inder the present circumstances, _ however, 
even a very limited rail service would he 
welcomed. The traveller who wishes to reach 
Dublin from Clonmel by train is compelled to 
drive either to Thurles, Waterford, or Kilkenny, 
in each case a distance of over thirty miles. 
The difficulty, therefore, attending the 
transport of goods by road over such distances 
at the present time, apart from the delay and 
inconvenience caused to traders, can be readily 
conceived. ie 

Yesterday morning there were sounds of 
distant firing from the mountains in the 
Fethard direction. In the afternoon there was 
some sniping from across the Suir near the 
town. followed at one time by a short burst 
of Thomson gun-fire. No casualties have been 
reported. 

On Saturday evening there were persistent 
rumours that an attack on the town was con- 
templated by the irregulars. The story was be- 
lieved, and by 10 o'clock at night the streets 
were deserted. The expected attack, of course, 
4vas not launched, and the townspeople breathed 
freely again. I afterwards learned that bodies 
of men had been seen moving about the moun- 
tains on the far side of the river earlier in the 
day, and these movements probably gave rise 
to the rumour.

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ATROCITIES INQUIRY. 
FRANCE HAS NO MONEY FOR 
EXPENSES. 


Reuter’s Agency learns that the Red Cross 
organisation in the Near East, which has been 
charged with the carrying out of an inquiry 
into alleged atrocities in Asia Minor, recently 
approached the British Government in connec- 
tion with the cost of the proposed inquiry, 
which would amount to about a 100,000 francs 

The British Government, therefore, ad- 
dressed a Note to the French Government in- 
forming it of this fact, and asking that France 
should subscribe a quarter of the fund named, 
the remainder of the expenses being borne ia 
equal shares by the Governments of Great Bri- 
tain, the United States and Italy. 

It is understood that a reply to the British 
Note is now on its-way from France, saying 
that the French Government has no credits at 
its disposal for such a purpose, and that, in the 
absence of Parliament, nothing ean be done m 
the matter. 

In view of the unwillingness of France to 
co-operate in the inquiry, it now appears some- 
whet doubtful whether it can take place at all.

The Temps, replying to criticisms of the 
French policy appearing in the British Press, 
writes :—‘* Thus, at the moment when Hinden- 
burg at Munich is officially exhorting the 
German youth to seek vengeance, it is France 
which is reproached for her ‘ militarist policy,’ 
and it was on the pretext of French militarism 
that the French plan was rejected, which, by 
doing away with imter-Allied debts, would have 
facilitated the reduction of the German debt 
and the improvement of the European crisis.” 

The Zemps proceeds to compare the French 
and British military expenditure, stating that 
the former amounts to slightly over five 
ymilliard franes, while the latter is rather less 
than eight milliard franes, without counting the 
contributions of the British Dominions.

ATTACK IN COUNTY DUBLIN. 

It is reported that early yesterday morning 
an attack was made by irregulars on the mih- 
tary camp at Tallaght, and that the national 
troops occupying the camp replied and beat 
off the attackers. The attack appears to have 
been made from two points—from the rifk 
range and from the Tallaght-Clondalkin road.

AN INTERESTING CASE. 


Lord Justice Moore was called as a witness at 
a Special Court in Ballymoney, when James 
McLoughlin, of Ballymaconnelly, was charged 
with being in possession of seven guns and other 
articles on August 2nd. 

It was stated that the matter was reported 
to the Attorney-General, who directed that 
the accused be prosecuted under Section 4 of 
the Explosive Substance Act, 1883, and under 
Section 7 of the Firearms Act, 1920. 

Evidence having been given by members of 
the Special Constabulary of the finding of the 
arms in the accused's house, 

Lord Justice Moore- was examined, and said 
that he knew the accused all his life, and also 
his father. The defendant lived on a small 
farm convenient to his (Lord Justice Moore's). 
He was a quiet, decent man. was law abiding, 
and he was satisfied that accused was not a 
member of any political organisation, and re- 
apected every law except the game law. His 
lordship said that the police would say the same 
about this man as he had said. Accused was | 
absolutely no politician at all. Defendant shot 
every fowl within miles of his farm, including his 
(Lord Justice Moore’s) own farm. (Laughter.) 

The police officer said that what Lord Justice 
Moore had stated was absolutely correct. The 
accused was a respectable man and was law- 
abiding, and in his opinion he did not belong 
to any political organisation. 

Lord Justice Moore—I am told he was once 
Gned for having a gun without a licence—just 
what I would expect. (Laughter.) 

A captain of the Specials agreed with all 
that Lord Justice Moore had said concerning the 
accused, 

Lord Justice Moore—I think the police have 
acted most properly in every way. 

The Court refused informations, and the ae- 
cused was discharged.
